How aud When Tliey Derived 
Thcii* iV:iiiie. 

The Coldstroania were raised in the 
year 1G50, in the little town near IJer- 
wick-on-Tweed, from whence the regi- 
ruont takes its name. Their first colonel 
was tho rfiiiowncd George ]\Ionk (after- 
ward Duke of Alberiuarlc), a general 
ill tho Parliamentary army and an ad- 
uiiriil of the licet. It is owing to this 
latter fact tliab a small Union Jack is 
iiorniittod to be borne on tho Queen's 
color of the regiment, a proud distinc- 
tion enjoyed by no other corps in the 
sc'iN-ice. Ln the year IfdiO brave Monk 
and his gallant ( !oldsl reams materi.ally 
assisted in the h-appy restoration of the 
iinglish monarchy, aud to perform this 
patriotic and emiiKiiilly loyal act they 
uiarel'.ed from llerwick oii-Tweed to 
Loudon, meeting with a warm and en 
ihusiastie greiiting from the inhabitants 
of the towns and \ illage.s through which 
thev passed. Aflei- ihe, restoration was 
aeeomiilislu'd tho troops were jiaraded 
on Tower llill for the iiurpose of tak- 
ing the oath of allegiance to the Icing, 
and amoixg those jires(!iit were the three 
noble i'ei,dinenlH thai f'oi'in the subject 
of this brief history. Having gi'iuuided 
their arms in token of submission lo 
the now regiiiu', they were at oneo 00111- 
maiided to take them u[) again as I ho 
1st, 2iid and 3rd regiments of foot 
guards. The 1st and 3rd regiments 
obcved, but the C'oMalrefimers stood 
linn, and their muskets remained upon 
the ground, '"Why docs your r(\giineiit 
hesitate," inciuircd tho king of tieii. 
Monk. "May it please Your ^Majesty," 
said tho liriu old soldier, "luy Cold- 
streainers are Your Majesty's devoted 
soldiers, but after the important service 
they have rendered Your Highness 
tlu'v decliiio to take up arms as seconds 
to any other roigimeiit in Your Maj- 
esty's .servicer' "They are right," said 
the king, "and they shall bo second to 
nonf!." Let them take up their arms as 
my Coldstream regiment of foot 
guards." Monk rode back to his r(«gi- 
moiit and communicated to it the king's 
decision. It had a magical olTect, The 
arms wore instantly raised amid fran 
tic cries of "Long live the kingi" Sinco 
this event the motto of the regiment 
has been "Nulli SecuiuUts," wdiich is 
borne in gold letters upon it,4 colors be- 
neath the star and garter of the royal 
house. There also appear upon its col- 
or.s, the names of "Lincellcs," "Egypt" 
(with tho Sphinx), "Tahivcra," "Har- 
rosa," "Peninsula," "Waterloo," "Al- 
ma," "Inkerman" and "Sebastopool." 
In the year 1850 this regiment hold its 
jubilee banquet to commemorate the 
two hundredth anniversary of it 
birth. — London Society.

To J'.inics WiUoii Miirsl'.nn tlii> world 
i- iiuh'bU'd for ii. discdwr}- which sUirt- 
od tho xstoiiishinj^ prosperity of Cidi- 
foriiia, aiul made an oi)och in history. 
His niiiuo will live ill history, ;ind his 
povoilv i& a reproach wliich the citi- 
zens of the great and nourishing state 
in wliich he'rcsitln's oufrht promptly to 
remove. Tho foundation of California'.s 
Wealth wa.s laiil Ijy his inteUigoiieo and 
tJap;aeity. In less than throe years af- 
ter th-.' time at wliicli he discovered 
fjold, wliiit iiail been ]:revioiisly to liis 
finding tho precious motal u wildernoss 
country, was rocelvod into tho .sister- 
hooil of tho states. Sacramento lias 
been commemoniting tho "admission 
day" of 1850 with pomp and onthn.si- 
n.sra, and the prosonce of tho governor 
and other eminent persons. What w:i.s 
.said on tliat occasion of the value of 
Marsiiall's discovery, and the honor 
•Xiven his nauie, wilf, we tru.st, bo sup- 
plenunited by tlie substantial recojjni- 
tion of the ciaijas of a public benciac- 
tor, now in old ago and poverty after a 
worthy life, not only from freedom to 
anxiety. Init to phmty. 

James \\'ilson iMarshulI was born in 
Hope township, New Jersey, in 1812. 
After receiving' a iilain education he 
learned the trade of a coach and wa<!;on 
builder. lie was .smitten with the 
"wostorn fever" wliou about 21 years 
old, and hiu iii^ traveled in Indiana 
and Illinois, Ijoii^'-hi a farm on the 
Platte purchase, near Furt Leaven- 
worth, Kan. His lu^altli was poor 
throughout the period of liis rt'sidi-uee 
at that places, and when his doctor sai.i 
ho niu.it either die or seek a change of 
air ho packed up and left. It was on 
tho 1st of May, 184-1, when he joined a 
train of one luindn'd wagons bound for 
that (at the time) almost unknown 
land. California. The jiarty reached 
its dcstiii,it!'.:;i in Jiim.'. 181.5, and eanip- 
ed at Cache creek, alunit forty miles 
from where yacramento now stands. 
From that point it.s ruombors took their 
several ways. Marshall and a few oth- 
ers went to Sutter's fort, Sacramento 
county wlun-c he entered the servioo of 
Gen. Sutti.'r. About a year after this 
and afli'r JIarshall had begun life in 
the stock business on a farm of two 
leagues in area, tho Mexicans made an 
attempt to prevent a body of Amoricau 
emigrants from entering California. 
This lead to the Bear Fag war, in which 
Gen. Sutter, Marshall, and otiiers as- 
sisted as volunteers to (Jen. Fremont, of 
tho United States military ])Ost at Sut- 
ter Buttes. in dcfcn.-c ot Iheir country- 
men. Fighting wa.s friunient and se- 
vere. Marshall took part in all tlie eu- 
gagoineiits of the camiiaign, wjiich re- 
sulted in a treaty, signed March, 1817, 
recognizing the independence of Califor- 
nia. Marshall then procured his dis- 
charge and returned to Sutler's fort. 
Dpon his arrival he found that most of 
Die cattle he liad Ml on his farm had 
been stoh'u ov had strayed during his 
iil)senee. lie theroforo gave up his 
farm, anil bi^gaii arrangciuonts to start 
in the lumber business at Coloma, Am- 
adoa county, as active partner with 
fien. Sutter, who undertook to furnish 
the necessary capital. Work was be- 
gun on the mill in August, 1847, 

On tlie Kith of January following,' 
Marshall was superintending the build-l 
ing of the mill-race. After shutting oil' 
tho water at the head of tho race he 
walked down the ditch to see what, 
sand and gravel had been removed dur- 
ing the previous night. He strolled to 
'.ho lower (uid of l!ii? race and stood 
looking at I he mass of debris. At this 
junctiiri! his eye (iaught the glitter of 
something that lay lodged in a crevice 
a rillle iif soft granite. He .stooped' 
and picked uj) I h(! substance. It was 
heavy, of a peculiar color, and dill'cr- 
^nt from anything he had seen in the 
jtream before. He lellecled as to what' 
kind of mineral the spcoiuien could be, 
ind finally eoiududed that it was cither 
mica, sulphiuets of copper — or gold. 
It was too heavy for mica, wa.s not iirit- 
tle, as are sulphuri^ts, and. roraemboi- 
ing tiiat gold was malleable, he ])laced 
tho nugget on a Hat stone and began 
striking it with another. The substance 
did not crack or flake off, but simply 
ilattoncd under tho blows, and Marshall 
Was salisli(,'d that he had iiuleed made 
an important disc n-ci-}'. In .several 
days he. ecdlecled a few ounces of the 
])reeious niotal, and us he had occasion 
to vi.sit .Siittor''s fort in a short time, he 
took tho specimens with him. He in- 
formed Sutler of his discovoiy, but the 
gimeral was incrodnlona, and it was 
not until ehemieal experimciits had 
.settled the question beyond all doubt, 
that he would admit the mineral was 
gold. At last all doubts faded, and 
the excitement began to spread. The 
news (lew over the country like wild- 
lire, and those whites who were then 
in California went into the quest for 
gold with e;reat ardor and emn-gy. Ad- 
ditional icvelalioiis were made daily, 
and the news of the discoveries w;is 
sjiread. Tiuui eaine the. mad rush from 
tho oast and thi^ old world. It was a 
furious race for wealth. In 1849 every 
sailiiig-vossel and steamer landing at 
San Fi'ancisco, w'as crowrlcd with ad- 
venturers. They knew that gold had 
been found at (,'oloiiia, and many went 
thither. \\'itliout impiiry or negcitia- 
tion they siiuatted upon Marshall's 
land about: the mill, seized his work 
oxen for food, confiscated his horsOs, 
and marked tho land off into town lots 
an(l (lislributod thcni among thcm- 
selvivs. 

Thus robbed of his iircjperty, ho it^v- 
force became a prosjieelor, but never 
succeeded in linding much gold. The 
n.ei^hbors who had liesjioiled his pos- 
sessions added insult to injury by pre- 
suming that ho knew the whereabouts 
of rich dopo.sits of gold and refused to 
give infornialiou ot tln-iii, and jiersi^ 
cnteil him on these, false suppo-^ition-^. 
To add In his troubles, the title to the 
land he had purchased i)rior to his 
great discovery was iiuestioiied, and he 
lost it all. Poor Mar.shall still lives at 
Coloina. The state has helped him a 
little, but only a little, lu his hard liglil 
against ])overty, all the more severe by 
reason of .advanced age. — St. Louis 
Olobc-Dcmocnit.
